This is another evidence of the 
Couriers sympathy with the secessionists, 
which renders it unjust, illogit*!, and, we may 
say, preposterous in its arguments. It would 
interdi. t to the supreme authority of the Uni- 
ted States the powers which are assume! with- 
out dispute by the Southern Confederacy. By 
tome accident, we ha-.c received through the 
mail a copy of last Tuesday s Mobile Adver- 
tiser, in which wc find, that, in the District 
Court of the Conlodcratc States, now in ses- 
sion in that city, the Grand Jury has found a 
true bill against Uugenio 1'acolini, Peter 
1'ioch, and Vincennes Calduco, charged with 
treason against the Confederate States, inas- 
much as they had "traitorously carried and 
delivered a cargo of fruits and vegetables on 
the schooner Hortense from Mobile to the U. 
S. fleet off I'ensacola.' - Jud„-e Jones, in his 
charge to the Grand Jury, stated that the fur- 
nishing of provisions or importatit intelligence 
to the enemy was treason, uad the penalty 
for the oiience, ou conviction, death. 

Now as far as we understand the case cl 
1'acolini and others, they intended to run 
their cargo through the blockade into l'ensa- 
cola, but were arrested by the lleet and the 
provisions taken out of their vessel. Their 
motive however is unimportant, as the trans- 
action has given Judge Jones the opportunity 
of laying down the law of treason, this being 
the first indictment of the kind which has 
been found. Acting upon this principle, the 
Tennessee courts mus* declare that the ship- 
ment of goods across Kentucky to Indiana is 
treasjn, and take the lives cf those engaged 
in forwarding them. Opposed to thit Woody 
code, is the mild and business-like request of 
Surveyor Cotton that all persons desiring to 
make shipments of goods over the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad, on and after the tilth, 
will please call at his office and obtain the re- 
quisite information, together with permits at- 
tending such shipments as may he admissible. 
1'acolini, Fioeb, and Calduco may be hung at 
Mobile for doing the very thing the prohibi- 
tion of which the Courier considers an "ac- 
curaed despotism" in Iyouisville. It is treason 
to furnish provLsons or intelligence to the ene- 
my from Mobile to FensacoU, but it is abject 
slavery to submit to the request of the Louis- 
ville surveyor that shippers should call upon 
him to obtain permits to pass over the Nash- 
ville road such articles as may be admissible, 
and it it all right, we presume, that rnflian 
vigilance committees in Tennessee thould in- 
terdict the circulation of the Journal in that 
State. 

Tba Courier has liecome doubly incendiary 
upon this subject. It thinks Mr. Cotton has 
as much right to behead a hall dozen citizens 
before breakfast u he has to stop shipments 
over the Nashville road, and it hardly con- 
ccalt its desire to have bis orders resisted ' 'to 
any extremity. " It talks of submission to the 
Federal authority as slavery: attempts to in- 
flame the public mind by charging that the 
Government is wronging the people of Ken- 
tucky; and then craftily conjures the inhabi- 
tants along the line of the road to do no dam- 
age to the truck or the bridges or the stock of 
the road. Ii puts a flaming torch into the 
hands of the people and begs them not to 
aae it. It suggests what it docs not dare to 
openly advise. It has a wish whi. h it preg- 
nant with a thought, but the time for travail 
has tcareel* arrived when the deformity thall 
be born, and until then it is neix-ssary to keep 
the public mind excited, and up to the very 
verge af riot, it possible. We have no idea 
that our cili/.ens will he doped by the palpably 
incendiary course of the Courier. They owe 
a duty to society and to the laws.

Take 
what course wc will, we are doomed to suffer, 
aad to stiff --r ilceply. It it vain and foolish to 
expect, in war, to enjoy all the blessings of 
peace. 

The inauguration cf thL war was a dreadful 
crime. It it destined to he contemplated by 
future generations as the great sin of the nine- 
teenth century. The war grew out of seces- 
sion. It grew naturally and necessarily out 
of secession. It may properly Lj considered 
as part and parcel of secession. Not a states- 
man, not a man of common sense and dispas- 
sionate mind in all the nation, can have failed 
to s ?c that jeccsioi., if not arrested in its very 
first stage, would l.e war. The Han that the 
Government could he broken up, the itepubli. 
severed, and that the two sc. tions, one of thern 
sluv, holding and the other nou-slavehoiding, 
could negotiate the terms of a peaceable separ- 
ation and af a permanent peace afterwards, 
was too preposterous to 1* entertained by any- 
body. The difliculiies of arranging questions 
as to the tariff, questions h to the seizure and 
confiscation of II. S. property by the South, 
'lucstions as to the proportions of tbc national 
debt to be paid respectively by the North and 
the South, ques'ions as to the cempancy of ter- 
ritories a<-nuired aud to be subsequently ac- 
quired questions us to the navigation and com- 
merce of the Mississippi river running through 
both sections — the difficulties of arranging all 
the.se and a thousand other question, would 
have been insuperable; and, even if they could 
have been nominally arranged for a time, the 
arrangement could not rationally have been 
expected to last for a single year. Any one 
of the embarrassing questions might hare in- 
volved war, and some of them must of abso- 
lute necessity have involved it; and, if all 
should have been settled, war would inevitably 
have grown up speedily betw een a free K public 
and a slave 1 1 'public bordering on each other, 
snd having, as these would have had, no treaty 
as to the rendition of escaping slave*. 

We repeat, then, that secession was war— war 
to all intents and purposes. We proclaimed it 
so beforehand a hundred times over. Thou- 
sands of enlightened statesmen in the South, 
who have now given in their allegiance to the 
Southern Confederacy, proclaimed it to be so. 
Afier secession, if war hed not come in one 
way, it would have come in some one of a 
hundred other wa}s. And now the war is 
upon us, and the authors of secession, the 
authors of the war, complain bitterly that all 
the arts and advantage* ol pence arc not en- 
joyed by our jieople — that wc have not the 
privilege of exchanging commodities with the 
States that secession and war have made a 
foreign country just as we had when we and 
and they were in concord under the same 
Govcrniucnt. Such complaints are idle and 
absurd. Wc may as well make up our minds 
to submit to the necessary calamities of the 
condition brought uptn us by the evil men 
who would n»t rest satisfied wilheuit breaking 
up the best Government ever vouchsafed by 
God to mankind. Karh warring section pro- 
hibit* to its people the privilege of sending iu 
staple productions to the opposite section; and, 
even in the absence of any direct prohibition, 
such a privilege would be sti«pcndcd bi the 
very fact of the existence of war. 

Kentucky is a part ol the United Stales, and, 
as such, siie must r.h*?uin from sending pro- 
visions to the section at war with the United 
State* Government, lor that would be treason. 
If she were to st sMaa from the United States 
and join the Confederate States, sho would 
have no dealings with the I 'nitod States, for 
thn' would be treason. Let her hi under 
whichever Government she may, she must, du- 
ring the war, be cut off frcm commercial in- 
tercourse with the other. She might as well 
cry for the moon as murmur because she can- 
not trade and traffic as in times post with both 
sections alike. And, if she is wise, il shi is 
not insane, sho will consider how much 
happier, how much more exempt from trouble 
and ruin and desolation she now is than she 
could possibly hope to be as a member of the 
Southern Confederacy. True, the Southern 
Confederacy refuses to tend her the articles her 
citizens buy and pay for, true tbo Southern 
Confederacy confiscates the debts due to her 
citizens, making the payment of tbcm a crime, 
true she is required not to send provisions to 
the Southern Confederacy, but she enjoys the 
great and inestimable privilege of having her 
soil exempted from the ravages of the war 
raging around ber. As t member of the South- 
ern Confederacy, she would be cut eff from 
all intercourse with the United States, cut off 
from commerce by land and water from twen 
ty- three States, three of them, to say nothing 
of Western Virginia, extending along many 
hundred miles of her border, and, more and 
worse, she would not be, as she now is, at 
peace. She could not and would not have, 
under the Confederate States Government, the 
blessed exemption that sho has under the 
United State* Government. Let her 
but become a portion of the Southern 
Confederacy, and that moment, we all know 
she would become the battle-ground of the 
two Confederacies. She would tsz the grand 
theatre upon which two hundred thousand 
men would play the horrid game of war. Her 
c ties and towns would be de»trovcd, her 
women and children put to flight, and her 
fields cultivated only by the tierce plowshare of 
rain. Insane or silly editors and talkers 
would have us secede from the United States 
for the sake of being able to send the produc- 
tions of our soil 13 the South, but what sort of 
productions could we send to the South or 
anywhere else, what kind of comi 
we have with any section, when all our hills 
and valleys and plains and the sites of our 
cities should be blostcned and blackened by 
the fiery tide of war and our substance eaten 
up by swarms more destructive than all tb 
swarms of locusts that ever ravaged the earth: 
Undoubtedly these ore evil days with us, but 
oh let us not, by following the advice of 
men, aggravate onr ills a thousand fold. 

Our duty to ourselves, to our families, and 
to our country, is plain. Il is to keep out of 
the war, and this wc can do only by remaining 
as wc are. If the Confederate States will not 
let the goods that our citizen* purchase an 
pay for among them come to us, let us submi 
to the deprivation. If thev will not allow 
their people to pay ns the money they owe us, 
if they declare our stocks in their railroads, 
their banks, their coal compinies and all other 
companies, forfeited, let us bear the injustice 
as patiently as we can. If they |>crsi*t in 
expelling onr navigation and commerce Irom 
the mighty stream that belongs as much to us 
as to them, lei us bear even that so long at least 
as endurance may not seem to bo p 
Yes, let us bear all these things, but let us not 
attempt, in defiance of the policy and the in 
struct ions of the Government to which we owe 
allegiance, in d"fian< c of the laws of natious 
aud in open disregard of the law ol treason 
to send BRRt isions to our enemies and ourcoun 
try's enemies who are thus maltreating us, 
and let us not pluck down swift destruction 
upon our head* by precipitating ourselves into 
a war with the great Republic to 
now belong. 



aW We have 'aid and shown many time- 
over that the profession of neutrality now nude 
by the '.cce'.sionisLs of Kantucky is a hollow 
profession. Undoubtedly it U. Leery man rf 
candor and discernment must feci this instinc- 
tively.

Or if 
the carrying of arms across the territory of 
Kentucky by persons intending to use them in 
he war is r. violation of Kentueky neutrality, 
the cry might bare been raised very often and 
very frequently.

bear* steadily in mind the lnngnage of the 
Liceoln inengnral, which said: "Suppose yon 
go to war; you cannot fight always. And 
when, nftor much loss on both fides ami no 
giin on either, you cease lighting, the ident'n ol 
questions as to terms of intercourse aie again 
upon you." Indeed we have assurances that 
Gen. Scott desire* to "conquer a peace"' by 
strategy, and with as little sacrifice of life as 
possible, and the orders from Washington are 
strict incnforc : ng ail the tight* of privateprop- 
crty. Generals Patterson, McDowell, and But- 
ler, respoi t ivcly commanding the Northern, 
CVulral, and Southern divisions of the Federal 
army for ihe defence of the national 1 apital, 
have issued proclamations in reference to fugi- 
tive slaves, and in all cases such fugitives 
escaping into their camps have been returned 
ujk.ii their masters' taking the oath of allegi- 
ance. At Portress Monroe a few fugitives have 
been held as comral>atid. hut no loyal citizen 
need to fear that his slave property will be mo- 
lested. Thus wc -ce that the fugitive slave 
law, even in the midst of tne roar of battle 
and the ruarehings and eountei marchings of 
battalia, is respected, although many citi- 
zens of the seat of war have thrown them- 
selves beyond the pale of its provisions by 
advocating disunion, disrupting the comity 
bcl.vcen the Status and virtually abrogating 
he Con»'.iluiiou. We have ;, ct w hear of a 
iuglo well authenticated tharge of lapiac or 
outrage upon helpless lemales, iu the* ■•articu- 
lar the United State* arm . challenge a favor- 
able comparison with any body of troops 
known in history. But on the other hand the 
Confederate leaders are biuily engaged in 
firing the Southern heart and blimulating tbe 
revenge of their soldiers by circulating tbe 
most exaggerated if not entirely uniounJixl re- 
ports of outrages upon women by the l'ederal 
troop.-; and Beauregard has clouded his repu- 
tation indelibly by asserting that the Northern 
war-cry is Beauty and Booty. This policy 
is to be deeply regretted, lor it throws impedi- 
ments in the way of those negotiation* which 
must ultimately be resorted to us the means of 
restoring peace. If public sentiment is ltd 
aoiruy, and tlie asperity of sectional feeling 
is uu leased by false representations, the lime 
will never come for a dispassionate and states- 
manlike consideration of our national diuieul- 
ties. Tnc fierce animosities of war die out al- 
most a* soon as its camp Arcs; contending ar- 
mies will pause in mid battle, should an 
armistice be proclaimed, and fraternize cor- 
dially until the trace expire* and then 
renew their work of destruction. But th'n 
steady, persLtcnt, and fiendish education of 
our sections to bate each other by the invention 
of falsehoods, and their promulgation through 
the press, will forever prevent any settlement of 
ditlieultiet. We cannot see by what casuistry 
the New York Journal of Commerce defends 
the admission of a communication in its issue 
of the .'1st, which repeats the charge that the 
Westchester (Pcnn.) Democrat used the infa- 
mous cry of Booty and Beauty, when the edi- 
tor of the latter paper has denied that any 
such sentiment ever appeared in his sheet or 
had been entertained in his heart. There is 
something hc-IIUh in thus fscding the tires of 
malignity. If the North and the South nre 
not lo lie eternally at war, there must be some 
specific time when negotiation can commence, 
and it should bo the aim of every Christian 
puriot to hasten that time by every exertion 
of energy, forbearance, and patriotism. Blood 
and treasnrc are not going to settle the point* 
of difference between the sections, though they 
may save the Federal Capital from invasion 
and maintain tho supremaev of the laws. But, 
a* President Lincoln has most sagaciously 
said, "ihe identical questions as to terms of 
intercourse arc again upon you;" Philippi, 
tireat Bethel, Vienna, and Harper's Ferry 
cannot settlo one single point in controversy, 
and we must fall back upon the iup-erior sa- 
gacity of our fathers, assume that the Con- 
stitution ha* become too latitudinarian, as the 
article* of confederation were found to be be- 
fore 17s;, and prepare for a reiousideration, 
revision, and reconstruction. Tlure is nothing 
in the present position of the seceding State* 
to prevent such a conventional meeting 
with the Northern States, as may open the 
way to negotiation. The thirteen original 
State* were very nearly as much demoralized 
under the confederation a* the present thirty- 
four arc under the Constitution. It tpjicar- lo 
us that if l'rovidcniu would, ia its good time, 
raise up a M.idison or an U Initio J lUn- 
dolph, all our diflieultics might be settled. 
The former writing to the latter in April, 17>7, 
said: "1 hold it as a lundanicnlal point that 
an individual independence ol the Slates is ut- 
terly irreconcilable with the idea of an aggre- 
gate sovereignty . 1 think at the same time 
that a consolidation of the States into a simple 
lie-public is not less unattainable than it would 
lie ine\|«diunl. Lot it bo tried then whether 
any middle ground can bo taken, which will at 
onee support a due supremaey ot the national 
authority, and leave in force the hxal authori- 
ties as far as they can be .uborJinately useful. " 
Mr. Madison foresaw too that unless ihe L'nion 
was organized t llicicnlly on republican prinei 
pies, innovation* ol a very objee tionablc form 
would he obtruded, or, "in ihe most favorable 
event, the partition ol the empire into rival 
ami hustile conlodcracie- will ensue.'' I 
uot plain from this prophetic warning and the 
experience* of the nation under the Consti- 
tution that wc have nut been efficiently 
organized ou republican principles, and 
that, as a consequence, innovations have 
crept in among us and hostile confedera- 
cies arisen? Why then can we not take let- 
son* from the devotion and patience of our 
fathers and rem ul v the evils instead of sunder- 
ing all the ties of liueage, consanguinity, and 
nationality? Let us mukc the attempt at least; 
let not the d.tlerent sections "tic stone* around 
each other's rru-ks to drown like dogs adown 
the stream of time and never float to after 
ages." Let us examine the diagnosis of our 
country'* disease, and if possible eradicate the 
germ" of weakness, insecurity, and distrust, 
instead of aggravating the symptoms by foster- 
tering the causes. We all see and know that 
bloodletting will no', accomplish a cure. Let us 
then try sedatives to remove the irritations and 
the preternatural fevers of the system. And 
before we commence this wholesome treatment, 
let us cauterize all can<-er* and ulcers, which 
are eating to the heart and irritating the mind 
of the nation. Let the American people de- 
termine to adopt this new practice, and all the 
tollies of Beauregard ami Davis ami all tbe 
inflammatory appeal* of the Journal of Com- 
merce and its correspondents will shrivel be- 
fore the people's indignation as parchmcu: be- 
fore a lire.

T bc--e has bean ro declaration of war be- 
tween the opposing parties end Ihe conflict may 
yet bs averted with compromise or a peaceful 
separation. The peculiar circumstance* of their 
c wuitioin adm nish the Cherokees to tbeexsrebe 
of prudence in regard to the state of af- 
fairs, to the existence of which they bavs in no 
way contributed, and they sluiuld avoid the per- 
formance of any act cr tha adoption of any policy 
c lculated to destroy or endanger their territorial 
or civil rights. With an honest adhe rence to this 
course they can Live n-> just cause for aargressioa 
or invasion, nor any j as! pretence for making! ber 
country the *.- a ns ot military oppression, aud will 
be in a situation lo claim snd retain all their 
rights on the final adjustment that will take 
place between the several States. 

For those reasons I earnestly impress upon the 
Cherokee people the importance ot non-interfer- 
erce in the affairs of tha people of the States snd 
thi obssrvanes of unswerving neu raliiv between 
them. 

Trusting I hat Cod will not only keep from our 
bordais lbs ravages of war, but th it he will, n 
his infinite BsstCT, stay the ravages among the 
brotherhood of S atss.
